GET ON OUR LAWN 

City leaders are welcoming a skatepark 
to downtown Minneapolis 



T here’s a dead spot in the Ware¬ 
house District. 

No one lives where the high¬ 
way meets Target Field’s park¬ 
ing garages, under the skyway at North 
Second Avenue and North Fourth Street. 
Few businesses bring foot traffic. In the 
evenings, police keep a sharp eye on the 
people who crowd the strip of sidewalk 
because there’s nowhere else to sit. 

The Minnesota Department of Trans¬ 
portation (MnDOT) owns this vacant lot, 
but hasn’t known what to do with it for 
years. Downtown Minneapolis business 
associations couldn’t find anyone willing 
to turn it into something useful. 

Until Midwest Skateboarding Alli¬ 
ance came along. 


A plan for a skate park and dog run

The alliance is a group of smart and 
sensible skateboarding advocates led by 
epidemiologist Brenda Hoppe. Its goal is 
to build skateparks and end the stereotype 
of skateboarding as a public nuisance. 

When Hoppe approached the Down¬ 
town Improvement District with the 
idea of putting a skatepark right in the 
thick of downtown Minneapolis, the 
empty parcel was the first place that 
came to mind for urban design director 
Ben Shardlow. 

‘Tt could be a really good fit, because it’s 
a little gritty,” Shardlow says. “It would 
help change the dialogue about skate¬ 
boarding happening downtown in areas 
where it’s not allowed and considered a 
nuisance behavior because it’s leading 
to property destruction. And to change 
the dialogue from, ‘You kids get off our 
lawn,’ to ‘Go over there. There’s a really 
nice skate park over there. It’s more fun 
than this granite bench.’” 

Landscape architecture firm Damon 
Farber drew up concept plans, pro bono, 
and the alliance started meeting with 
MnDOT, police, and business groups. The 
project was described as an opportunity 
to include green space, picnic tables, a dog 


run, and recreational space for Youthlink, 
a homeless youth service center that 
doesn’t have much to do for fun nearby. 

“It also seems like a really fun oppor¬ 
tunity on the horizon as we host the X 
Games this summer and next,” Shardlow 
says. “Everyone acknowledges that our 
existing skateparks are not stellar. This 
has the potential to shape up to be a really 
great project to address that.” 

Thomas Whitlock, president of Damon 
Farber, says there’s much support. His 
company is located across the street from 
the proposed site. Whitlock says he’s 
noticed a ton of dog-walkers who could 
use a designated park. The street might 
be perfect for food trucks, he adds, and 
giving people a place to sit could enhance 
the gameday experience of Twins fans. 

“It could be a space where people could 
get out and actually feel the sun on their 
face,” Whitlock says. “Get something to 
eat and get outside their office during the 
lunch hour. It enhances the businesses.” 

Midwest Skating Alliance still needs to 
secure funding — the park is estimated to 
cost $440,000 — and deal with city land- 
use regulations. But if all goes well, con¬ 
struction could begin next year, -susan du

W hen students file 
in at the sound of 
the school bell in 
Chokio, Minne¬ 
sota, they have no 
idea how much 
their teachers and administrators are 
trying to hold things together. 

The Chokio-Alberta School District, 
nestled in the agricultural belt 50 miles 
east of the South Dakota border, serves 
two rural communities with a com¬ 
bined population of just under 500. 
The district has about 150 students. 

This past year, when Superintendent 
David Baukol hired Shaun McNally to 
teach 7th-12th grade science, he felt 
relief. A teacher shortage has left dis¬ 
tricts across the state scrambling to fill 
positions in math, science, technology, 
and special education, especially in 
rural areas. 

But with only one science teacher 
for a combined middle-high school 
of 73 students, Baukol doesn’t know 
what he will do if McNally ever leaves. 
He was the only person to apply when 
the job was posted last year, which 
doesn’t breed confidence in anyone 
else coming along soon. 

“We’re just barely holding on by a 
thread,” says Baukol. “If we had not 
had this science teacher apply, we 
would have been in dire straits. What 
would we have done without a science 
department?” 

Joe Brown, superintendent of the 
Fairmont school district, sees the same 
ominous skies. Located along the Iowa 
border, Fairmont perhaps qualifies as 
a metropolis for rural Minnesota, with 
a population of just over 10,000. 

Ten years ago, when an elementary 
teaching position would open in the 
district, at least 100 applications would 
arrive. 

Two years ago, when three elemen¬ 
tary teaching posts opened, only five 
people applied. 

Last year, when a position in the 
fifth grade became vacant, not a single 
teacher showed interest. Brown had 
to recruit one from another district, 
plying her with higher pay and adjusted 
benefits to make Fairmont enticing. 

The shortage promises to one day 
push rural districts to the edge of sur¬ 
vival, fears Alan Niemann, superinten¬ 
dent of the tiny Ashby public school 
district in western Minnesota. “If we 
were not able to find quality teachers 
in all of the subject areas, it would be 
a challenge for us to stay viable.”

No Respect 

T he beginning of the profession’s 
decline is generally pinpointed to 
1983, the year the Reagan admin¬ 
istration released “A Nation at Risk,” a 
report asserting that America’s public 
education system was failing. 

Until then, teachers were largely 
viewed as wholesome servants, in the 
company of nurses, doctors, and fire¬ 
fighters. But the report seemed to show 
that teachers shined no more. Japan, an 
emerging economic power of the time, 
was sailing past us in math and science, a 
threat to our sense of global supremacy. 

So commenced a three-decade ram¬ 
page of new laws, new tests, impressive 
new mountains of rules and regulations. 
Some of it worked. Most of it didn’t. 

And who could be to blame? Teach¬ 
ers, of course. 

The vilification escalated with the 
passing years. The idea of the wholesome 
servant was out. In was a reputation of 
lazy obstructionist. Teachers came to be 
viewed through the same lens of scorn 
as congressmen and DMV clerks. This 
was no one’s dream job. 

During her 34 years in education, 
Sherri Broderius has watched respect for 
the field drop to new lows every year. The 
superintendent of the Atwater-Cosmos- 
Grove City schools sees kids “growing 
up all their life hearing that whenever 
something goes wrong, it’s that damn 
school’s rules, it’s those damn teachers, 
it’s the principals.” 

Adds Gwen Carman, superintendent 
of the Carlton schools: “The whole 
profession of teaching is not as highly 
regarded as it used to be. I think it is 
extremely unfortunate that teachers have 
to experience so much criticism when 
it’s a profession that is so fundamentally 
important.” 

What the critics often fail to acknowl¬ 
edge are the economic and other forces

that have changed the profession. 

By the time Reagan released his report, 
America’s divorce rate was on the ascent, 
while working people’s wages would see 
a 35-year stagnation. It amounted to a 
one-two punch on the traditional fam¬ 
ily. Where teachers once relied on mom 
and dad to have their backs at home, a 
sizable chunk of parents was now too 
harried, workingtoo many jobs, or simply 
too beaten to be reliable allies anymore. 

For the same pay and the same hours, 
teachers were required to play parent and 
social worker as well. Toss in a swelling 
immigrant population that struggled to 
master English, much less calculus, and 
the job became a worthy punishment 
for Sisyphus. 

Today, it’s an occupation where cease¬ 
less criticism is the norm, and success 
seems untouchable. That’s left veteran 
teachers to flee the field and college 
students to rechart career paths. 

Take the second-grade charter school 
teacher who asks to remain anonymous 
to protect her job security. She’s been 
thinking about leaving the profession. 

At her school, most teachers get to 
work at 6:30 a.m. when the building 
opens. They usually don’t leave until 
past 5 p.m., when it closes for the night. 
Yet parents’ effort with their children’s 
education often seems slender at best. 

“I have a lot of parents that just don’t 
care.” 

Add to it the notion that “those who 
can’t do, teach,” and it’s no surprise that 
educating kids has lost its glimmer. 

“When you continually criticize an 
institution, it doesn’t encourage people 
to get into that profession,” says Super¬ 
intendent Brown.

At Least It Doesn’t 
Pay Very Well 


F or all this denigration, the bar to 
entry remains prohibitive. Start 
with the price of a college degree, 
which might be $80,000 at a state school, 
or double that at a private one. 

In Minnesota, you will be paying back 
those loans with a starting average sal¬ 
ary of $34,500 — less if you work in the 
countryside. 

Salaries can rise to as high as $90,000- 
plus, with a bonus of health plans that 
tend to be more generous than those in 
the private sector, and far more vacation 
time than most workers get. 

But even the highest pay starts to dim 
when one considers the 10-hour workdays 
and the weekends correcting papers. 

For someone teaching art or sociology, 
teaching may be the best option going. The 
same cannot be said of math, science, or 
technology, where one can fairly easily find 
better pay without having to hear about 
how you’re the bane of American progress. 

Austin Superintendent David Krenz tells 
the tale of three students who graduated 
from his district. They went on to earn 
college degrees in science and math, fully 


intending to return home to teach. But 
they were snatched up by businesses that 
had no problem beating any offer Austin 
could summon. 

Nor can education offer much job secu¬ 
rity. Many districts have endured years 
of constricting budgets. Contrary to the 
popular view of bloated bureaucracies, the 
fat was sliced long ago, says Philip Grant, 
superintendent of Clinton-Graceville- 
Beardsley Public Schools. 

‘'Schools can only do so much to improve 
efficiency,” he says. “I’ve worked at a num¬ 
ber of schools and I would be hard-pressed 
to find a case of blatant waste.” 

This leaves teachers — particularly 
younger teachers — with a constant 
reminder that their jobs may soon vanish. 

The problem is especially critical in rural 
districts. And while legislators demand 
districts execute educational miracles, 
they’re usually loath to provide support. 

“Right now we fall behind almost every 
year,” says James Hess, superintendent 
of the Bemidji schools. “Sometimes the 
Legislature has some money, and what do 
they propose to do with it? Give a tax cut. 
That’s not going to help us attract teachers. 
We need to value it and put our money 
where our mouth is.” 

This year. Republicans are proposing 


state spending growth at half the rate of 
inflation, essentially sentencing districts to 
financial trouble. Even Gov. Mark Da54on, 
known as a friend to education, is propos¬ 
ing 2 percent, still short of an inflation 
rate that’s leaped above 2 percent since 
October 2015. 

So districts must turn to local tax levies. 
These can be hard sells in small-town Min¬ 
nesota, where mining has slumped, crop 
prices have floundered, and even minimum 
wage jobs are hard to come by. At times, 
it’s like asking a man with a stone in his 
pocket to polish it into gold. 

Grant says that in his district, 88 percent 
of his budget comes from the state. The 
remaining 12 percent largely comes from 
local taxes. 

He sees small towns raising taxes to save 
their schools, even when it’s more efficient 
to merge with a nearby community. They 
can’t afford not to. Lose the local schools, 
and there’s a good chance you’ve launched 
the town’s death spiral. 

“You see that happening in small dis¬ 
tricts that’ll do almost an 5 Thing to keep 
their school going even though it’s not 
very efficient,” says Grant. “What does a 
small community have as an option? Those 
schools are such a centerpiece of those 
communities.” 


Minnesota 
Unweleonies You 


T he state doesn’t make it any easier 
for new teachers to come to the 
rescue. Take Minnesota’s licens¬ 
ing program. 

Applicants must pass the Teacher 
Licensure Exam, which consists of tests 
in math, writing, reading, pedagogy, and 
content specific to their field. In other 
words, you must not only demonstrate 
mastery of your field, but of areas you’ll 
never teach. 

Those who can’t pass can try again and 
again until they do. In the meantime, the 
shortage blooms. 

Mark Lundin, superintendent of Black- 
duck schools, cites a veteran kindergarten 
teacher who moved to Minnesota, only to 
be sabotaged by licensing requirements 
with no bearing on her job. 

“She had taught... little ones for 20 years 
in another state. She had her master’s in 
it, and when she came to Minnesota to 
teach [kindergarten], she had to pass the 
Minnesota test, and part of that is college 
algebra,” says Lundin. “Now what ratio¬ 
nale do you need to pass college algebra 
to work for that district?”

To circumvent the problem, districts 
have lowered their standards. When they 
can’t find licensed teachers, Minnesota 
allows the hiring of experts who can teach 
under a variance license. Aides are also 
used, especially in areas like special edu¬ 
cation.

But with high turnover rates, these are 
stopgap solutions at best. 

“They make it such a pain for people to 
get a license in Minnesota, most people 
just throw their hands up and say, ‘No 
I’m not going to do that,”’ says Lundin. 


The Bleak Road Forth 


A S the situation snowballs, school 
officials have gotten creative in 
stretching scant resources. 
Austin Superintendent Krenz has 
found a way to pay for his teachers to 
get additional licenses so they can cover 
more subjects. It leaves him less at the 
mercy of new applicants, and makes for 
a more adjustable staff. 

In Northfield, Superintendent Hill- 
mann is trying to grow his own supply by 
identifying students who may someday 
make good teachers. 

“Look at high school students that might 
be interested and get them involved,” he 
says. “Look at starting a pre-internship 
program, similar to what they have in law 
enforcement and health care.” 

But none of this seems enough to alter 
an increasingly bleak future. 

Take the charter school teacher weigh¬ 
ing a change in careers. Much of her day 
is spent cracking down on behavioral 
problems, and she’s exhausted by the 
workload. 

“The teacher that I am is not the teacher 
I wanted to be,” she says. “I wanted to 
be a more compassionate teacher and I 
wanted to be more loving and I wanted 
to be more caring, and I feel like that’s 
not who I am anymore.” 03

Tori Ramen’s influential place in the evolution of ramen

T he stockpots are a constant 
source of worry. Jason Dorweiler 
is considering training a security 
camera on them, 24/7. 
“Sometimes I have some of the guys 
who live close to here come over in the 
middle of the night and check them,” he 
says. Perpetual stockpot observation is the 
inescapable life of a ramen chef. 

IPs also one reason Dorweiler decided 
to eschew pork ramen at his tiny ramen 
shop. Tori, in St. Paul. Because of the size 
of the pork bones, he says he’d have to 
have four pots going at any given time. 


instead of just the two he needs for poultry 
stock. Two is plenty. These are 160-quart 
behemoths going all day, every day. If the 
stock runs low or runs out, he closes the 
shop. There’s no other way to run a legit 
ramen shop. 

And Tori is legit. 

Dorweiler says he believes many — 
possibly even most — ramen shops are 
using a “kit.” A kit that includes frozen 
soup bases, processed tare (seasoning), 
and noodles. All the shop has left to do 
is open the bags, heat, garnish, and sell. 
But many of those shortcuts include corn 
syrup, colorants, and preservatives. 

So at Tori, they’re choosing the slow- 


foods way, the watched-pot way. 

Growing up, Dorweiler’s Korean mom 
made him dry ramen packs doctored with 
additions and toppings like kimchee, eggs, 
and green onions. It was his comfort food. 

“Ramen” as we currently think of it, a 
glorious bowl of rich house-made stock 
with hand-pulled noodles, fat pork cutlets, 
golden-yolked egg, and a pink swirl of 
fish cake, is actually a relatively modern 
interpretation. Though its origins are 
debated (it’s possibly a Chinese inven¬ 
tion), ramen is simply noodles in soup. 
The dish became wildly popular only in 
the 1950s, when the technology for instant 
ramen noodles arrived. The ramen craze

hit its peak along with other Japanese 
pop-culture fads in the ’80s and beyond. 

You might even say that curly noodles in 
a brick is the true “authentic” ramen, and 
any elaboration is the derivative progres¬ 
sion. But what a progression it is. 

Ramen came to the Twin Cities late. 
Some of us are still wading through the 
terminology and the varieties, but essen¬ 
tially a bowl of ramen has but four compo-

nents: stock, tare (flavorings), noodles, and 
toppings. In addition to those vigilantly 
watched stocks. Tori’s toppings are largely 
what sets them apart. 

Here, you can have a take on a Thai- 
style Tom Yum soup in a ramen bowl, an 
earthy assemblage of brown mushrooms, 
the fragrance of Thai basil, and almost dis¬ 
concertingly robust pops of citrus, thanks 
to fried lime leaf and lime oil. 

The Bali Bali goes almost Middle East¬ 
ern, with silky tahini and sesame seed, but 
the mouth-numbing zing of Szechuan 
pepper zaps your mouth out of compla¬ 
cency. Both are revelatory bowls of soup, 
ones that seem to keep changing. Consider 
that each has at least eight other additions 
besides those mentioned here. Think of a 
bowl of grown-up Lucky Charms, where 
each treasure is in fact a new flavor, 
texture, sensation. I’ve never had 
an 5 Thing quite like it. 

When I get Dorweiler on the phone 
to talk about these captivating bowls, 
he’s maddeningly reserved. I’m eager 
to tease out his secrets, but he doesn’t 
tip his poker hand much at all. Here’s 
what I was able to ascertain: 

Tori Ramen is zero waste. They use 
every little scrap of every little thing, 
which might explain the deep, soul- 
satisfying flavor of it. 

Dorweiler always wanted to be a 
painter. Take one look at his bowls 
and it’s easy to see how his art comes 
alive on the surface of a lake of soup. 

He’s also extremely honed in on the 
flavor spectrum of the Thai kitchen, 
taking special care to make sure every¬ 
thing has an element of salty, sour, 
and sweet. It tastes like an epiphany 
in the ramen bowl. 


Though it’s a challenge, Dorweiler’s 
trying to source ever 5 Thing as locally as 
possible. Take for instance their use of 
burdock instead of bamboo, the former a 
wild-growing root that he’ll forage when 
he has the time. 

Perhaps most exciting. Tori Ramen is 
taking over the noodle-making enterprise 
of Canton Foods. Canton, for a long time, 
was the only local producer of handmade 
ramen noodles, and if you wanted them 
from somewhere closer than California, it’s 
to Canton you would go. But the husband- 
and-wife team of Canton Noodles is retiring, 
and guess who’s getting their equipment 
and knowledge? Tori Ramen. 

Even the promise of Canton’s equipment 
and knowhow would have many a chef glee¬ 
fully singing from the ramen shop rafters. 


but not Dorweiler. He just quietly tells 
me that he plans to start a specialty 
noodle company, as soon as he has the 
art of noodle making down pat, and as 
soon as he has the time. No other local 
ramen shop is making its own noodles 
for the entirety of the menu because it’s 
too labor intensive. Dorweiler admits 
that early solo attempts were disastrous, 
so they’ve wisely turned to the experts. 

Tiny Tori seats only a couple dozen 
diners at a time, and the format is 
designed to get you in and out, fast. 
Approach the bar, order and pay all 
in one motion, then wait. It only takes 
a few minutes for the bowl to arrive. 
And though there are only about 10 
bowls on the menu at any given time, it 
feels like there are worlds to discover 
in each one. 

In the Kor Dee Yuh, find fat fiery 
hunks of flmlq^ kimchee. The Torikotsu 
is a knee-wobbling chicken noodle 
soup to rival grandmother’s. The Best 
Seller, which happens to be vegetarian, 
presents a demonstration of how to cull 
meatiness out of seaweeds, mushrooms, 
and fermented foods. 

Be sure to request the house-made 
hot sauce where habanero, jalapeno, and 
Korean-style gochujang come together and 
are fermented. Apply with an eye-dropper’s 
precision; the accompanying heat and flavor 
bomb in a couple of drops is quite simply 
mind-blowing. 

At Tori Ramen, you get the idea that 
they are breaking through the ordinary 
progression of ramen culture, bucking 
expectations and putting pickled carrots 
and black garlic oil where fish cakes and 
ginger used to be.

Neither The Rock’s charm nor Zac Efron’s abs can keep this movie afloat

I t was only a matter of time, given 
Holl 3 rwood’s baffling insistence on 
nonstop reboots and remakes, before 
Baywatch made its way to the silver 
screen as a self-aware action-comedy. 

The glaring stupidity of an amplified 
Baywatch concept would generally make 
for an easy skip, but Paramount’s A-list 
talent wrangling, in tandem with 2012’s 
21 Jump Street success, has brought out 
the optimist in many a moviegoer. 

It shouldn’t. Baywatch shoots for an 
elevated level of meta comedy, but finds 
itself weighed down by transplanted cop 
tropes and subpar humor. 

The 2017 take stars American sweet¬ 
heart/future POTUS Dwayne ‘The Rock” 


Johnson as Mitch Buchannon, the char¬ 
acter David Hasselhoff made weirdly 
iconic. He’s king of the beach, basically a 
superhero, and a mentor to many — but 
the arrival of a Ryan Lochte type by the 
name of Matt Brody (Zac Efron) tests 
his patience. Dead bodies and danger¬ 
ous drugs start washing ashore, and for 
some reason Mitch and company take 
it upon themselves to find the criminal 
mastermind behind these nefarious deeds 
and put an end to him (or her!) by way 
of their nonexistent beach jurisdiction. 

The movie had promise, at least in its 
pedigree: The story credits go to, among 
others, Thomas Lennon and Robert Ben 
Garant of Reno 911 and The State fame. 
Where it fell apart is anybody’s guess. 
Either the screenwriters who took over 


couldn’t cut it or the novelty wasn’t sus¬ 
tainable. 

Johnson, Efron, and pretty much the 
whole cast do a serviceable job, but the 
script just isn’t funny enough to make 
Baywatch stand out. A lot of “fucks” and 
full-frontal male nudity do not a great 
comedy make. What’s more, the movie 
never quite figures out where to position 
itself: It stops short of going full-bore 
campy and then it drags into two-hour 
territory via an unconvincing police 
procedural plot line that takes itself a 
bit too seriously. 

One minute Efron is cracking wise 
about how flawed Baywatch’s own premise 
is and the next, he’s earnestly trying to 
thwart a drugqueenpin, while overcoming 
his own alcoholism and deep feelings of

isolation. Of course, he has the help of 
his lifeguard buddies who also happen 
to be forensic experts and adept hackers. 

Obviously, Baywatch could never fully 
commit to seriousness given the sheer 
goofiness of its concept, but by even dip¬ 
ping a toe in now and again, the movie 
undermines its own joke. This is one of 
the rare pictures where less plot and more 
stupidity might have actually helped. 21 
Jump Street may be the bar as Holl 3 rwood 
churns out these ’80s/’90s remakes in the 
next few years — and Baywatch doesn’t 
even come close. 03

Refugia travels through time without borders

W hen Joseph Haj became the 
Guthrie Theater’s artistic 
director, he wasted no time 
booking amajor project with 
the Moving Company. Having previously 
worked with Dominique Serrand and his 
collaborators, Haj was excited to invite them 
to create a mainstage production at the the¬ 
ater. The result, Refiigia, is the local artists’ 
highest-profile Minnesota show since the 
2008 dissolution of their company. Theatre 
de la Jeune Lune. 

Serrand is credited as director and, with 
Steven Epp and Nathan Keepers, co-writer of 
the piece, which sees the Moving Company 
leaders collaborating with a diverse cast 
of performers. It’s a sprawling play — or, 
as the company prefers to call it, an “epic 
journey”—that crosses continents and mixes 
styles as it examines lives in forced transit. 

Refugia tells a series of stories, some 
literal and some symbolic, some with 
interlinked plots and others that are just 
thematically related. There are even nods 
to previous Moving Company shows, for 
the benefit of loyal fans. 


The most extended narrative concerns 
a multiethnic present-day French couple 
(Orlando Pabotoy and Rendah He 5 wood) 
whose son (Jamal Abdunnasir) goes off 
to fight in the Syrian civil war. When the 
father goes to locate the son, the men find 
themselves in the same boat as a group of 
Syrian refugees trying to escape to Ger¬ 
many. That journey recalls the plight of a 
musical mid-century couple (Keepers and 
Christina Baldwin) whose ability to escape 
Russia may depend on how effectively 
they can explain 12-tone composition to 
a Soviet officer (Epp). 

We also meet a young girl (Maia Her¬ 
nandez and Carolina Sierra, in alternate 
performances) trapped in a detention 
center on the U.S.-Mexico border, and 
a polar bear locked in a sort of death- 
dance with ensemble member Kendra 
“Vie Boheme” Dennard as global warm¬ 
ing bakes them both. The show begins 
and ends with Epp portraying an elderly 
man who’s about to make that most per¬ 
manent of emigrations; in an extended 
sequence of clowning. Keepers plays a 
wacky librarian who helps Epp research 
his itinerant ancestors.

Refugia is a play of big ideas — so big that 
the ideas pull the focus up and away from 
the characters themselves. The result is 
a S 3 miphony of sentiment, more effective 
in exploring the state of refuge-seeking 
as a permanent human condition than in 
examining the particular circumstances of 
actual refugees. There’s no doubt where the 
show’s sympathies lie, but it may nonetheless 
frustrate viewers who want full-throated 
outrage instead of existential angst. 

The piece is often gorgeous. Scenic 
designer Riccardo Hernandez has filled 
the McGuire Proscenium Stage with a giant 
warehouse whose corrugated metal walls 
reflect the changinghues of Marcus Dillard’s 
elegiac lighting. Baldwin and the ensemble 
often sing, animating scenes that include 
the most heartfelt defense of avant-garde 
composition you’re ever likely to hear. It’s 
a sad, elegant argument that aesthetic bor¬ 
ders are just as artificial as political ones. 03

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SICK IN THE HEAD 

Meet SickDaPunchLiner, Minnesota’s most antagonistic rapper

Y ou’re not gonna catch SickDa¬ 
PunchLiner at Soundset. Mr. 
Peter Parker would lose his job 
at Go 95.3 if he sat down with 
the ruthless St. Paul MC. The only way 
you’d ever hear him on the Current is if 
his entourage spammed the request line 
with threats of intimidation. 

SickDaPunchLiner has more in common 
with DMX or Lil Wa 5 me than Brother Ali. 
He brandishes submachine guns in his vid¬ 
eos, talking shit with a heavily Auto-Tuned 
sneer, and he’s flourished as an emblem of 
ever 5 ^ingthat MCs in our indie-rap haven 
have defined themselves against. 

‘Maybe you do backpack music or alter¬ 
native hip-hop like that Atmosphere does, 
but that’s not me,” Sick says. “This is my 
perspective on Minnesota. Your perspec¬ 
tive may be different, but this is the part of 
Minnesota that I’m in all the time.” 

The l 3 n:*ics on Sick’s 2016 mixtape They 
Doubted Me are replete with classic flyover- 
state inferiority, but Sick didn’t grow up in 
Minnesota. Until he was in eighth grade, his 
family lived on Chicago’s South Side, right 
by where 18-year-old rapper Lil JoJo was 
gunned down by a rival in 2012. After they 
relocated, he attended Wells Prep for two 


years before transferringto High School for 
the Recording Arts, where he first got his 
hands on Magix Music Maker. The move 
north changed Sick’s life, but Chicago had 
already made its mark on him. 

“People are in danger all the time, and 
you’ve gotta protect yourself,” Sick says of 
Chicago. “I see people getting hurt on the 
street. I see people selling different things 
on the street. I see people tr 5 dng to protect 
their family. A lot of different dark things, 
and that makes me rap about the things I 
rap about.” 

SickDaPunchLiner’s music bristles with 
tension and mistrust. In curt, belligerent 
bars, he mixes stories of his caustic childhood 
in Chicago with boasts about his current 
paper chase in St. Paul to create a slurred, 
unflinching reflection of life on the Twin 
Cities streets. It’s not a side Explore Min¬ 
nesota would be keen to highlight. The 
rhymes of Atmosphere and P.O.S (who Sick 
claims to never have heard of) inspire and 
aspire, but Sick focuses on the unseemly 
truths of being a young black man in a dire 
and largely concealed environment. 

“I feel like it’s a misrepresentation of Min- 
nesotagoing on right now,” Sick says. ‘Teople 
are like, Minnesota is nice, it’s sweet,’ but 


then you get here, and in certain areas it’s 
like, ‘Oh my god, this is Minnesota? This 
looks like Chicago or Detroit’ That shit does 
happen here. Kids get killed at nightclubs 
in Minneapolis all the time. Kids get beat 
up in school and on the streets.” 

SickDaPunchLiner has made it his mis¬ 
sion to tell the truth of his Minnesota—the 
car-jackings, the gangbanging, the segrega¬ 
tion. He’s Minnesota’s most unwelcome 
champion. On “Why They Sleep (Minnesota 
Anthem),” Sick and collaborator 50 Tyson 
point pistols down the lens and throw hand 
signs while they rap, “We gon’ put on for 
Minnesota.” It sounds like a threat. 

“People expect you to be a certain way 
here, and you can’t be yourself,” he says. “I 
can’t talk about certain things that people 
go through in the struggle or violent acts 
that happen. Minnesota looks at that like, 
‘We don’t want that to represent Minnesota. 
We’re not that.’” 

Sick manages a team of street rappers 
called WeTeamlOO Promotions, which 
includes cold, merciless artists like Choppa 
Ruuso and Bossmann. The crew also boasts 
50 Tyson, the autistic Minnesotan who 
became a viral sensation after his rudimen¬ 
tary bathroom freestyles landed him on 


Tosh.O, but who has since rebranded as an 
audacious gangster rapper aimingdiss tracks 
at rappers like Lil Yachty and 21 Savage. 

This combative attitude doesn’t jibe with 
North Star Staters, and Minnesota media has 
ignored every song SickDaPunchLiner has 
released, even though his last four singles 
averaged 28,000YouTube views each. Like 
Lil Jamez, the largely disowned Minnesota 
street rapper who heads up the roster on 
Floyd Mayweather’s TMT Music Group, 
Sick is doomed to radio obscurity for what 
he represents. 

“I love Minnesota, but I know for a fact 
my market is not Minnesota,” Sick says. 
“The music that’s played here is that Atmo¬ 
sphere t 5 q)e of music, and if you’re not in 
that lane, you get overlooked. I think I’m 
being overlooked as well as hundreds of 
other artists.” 

The only Midwest media outlets that’ll 
touch SickDaPunchLiner are under¬ 
ground hip-hop trench sites like Min- 
nesotaColdTV, localized hubs that feed 
off the over-the-top aggression of hip-hop 
culture. In his introductory interview with 
Chicago’s ZackTV, Sick wears an army 
vest stocked with extra clips, and about 
five minutes in, one of his crew picks up a

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loaded AR-15 and nearly fires a live round 
in the studio. It was perhaps Sick’s most 
headline-grabbing escapade to date, but 
it barely blipped the local or national blog 
radar, so in order to get his makeshift label 
in rotation. Sick’s done the least Minne¬ 
sotan thing a rapper can do. 

He left. 

In May, Sick absconded to California to 
work on his follow-up to They Doubted Me 
and a distribution deal for WeTeamlOO. 
Locals usually only make this kind of busi¬ 
ness jump after a decade of grinding out 
shows at the Amsterdam and the Entry, but 
Sick’s ultraviolent bent means he’s aiming 
at a slim margin on even the national level. 
He has to go big out the gate, or he’ll risk 
never busting at all. 

“If your market isn’t gonna accept your 
type of music, then you’re already as big as 
you can be,” Sick says. “My music is more 
like something out of the Atlanta, Califor¬ 
nia, or Chicago area. Minnesota is not the

acceptance, so that’s why I’m leaving.” 

The move to the West Coast isn’t per¬ 
manent — Sick has an infant daughter 
in St. Paul to help raise — but a summer 
learningthe ropes in one of hip-hop’s most 
storied battlegrounds should only drive 
SickDaPunchLiner further from his Min¬ 
nesota peers. 

There’s a question of how much of Sick¬ 
DaPunchLiner is genuine and how much 
is unbridled hip-hop bravado. The dread- 
locked rhymer wearing military surplus in 
a YouTube interview seems too cartoonish 
to be legitimate, and commenters on hip- 
hop blogs often accuse him of fronting. Sick 
admits that there’s an element of entertain¬ 
ment to his music, but he insists that he’s 
illuminating a reality. 

“They call us drill rappers, street rappers, 
trap rappers, gangster rappers, whatever,” 
he says. “But I look at us as more realistic 
rappers. At the end of my music, you’re gonna 
get a meaning. My music states facts.” 03

On Election Day 2016, Gov’t Mule began 
recording its latest album. Revolution Come, 
Revolution Go, due next month. Most of the 
tunes were written before votes were cast, 
and seething rockers like the James Gang- 
style opener “Stone Cold Rage” reflect the 
country’s sharp divide, sour mood, anger, 
and uncertainty, rather than outliningpolicy 
specifics.

Little Rock four-piece Pallbearer aren’t 
just the flagship band of premier under¬ 
ground metal label Profound Lore—they’re 
America’s most acclaimed young doom 
band, period, having transcended obliga¬ 
tory Black Sabbath comparisons and found 
total control of their unique sound.

In contrast to his 2012 debut. Home Again, 
a collection of modest singer-songwriter 
ftisions of retro soul, folk, and blues, Michael 
Kiwanuka’s new Love St Hate is an epic 
whose complex, multi-textured arrange¬ 
ments mirror the demons addressed in 
the lyrics. Kiwanuka takes on personal 
and societal challenges while negotiat¬ 
ing haunting conundrums — “Love and 
hate, how much more are we supposed to 
take?”—with philosophic restraint. “Black

Restrictiiig someone’s air intake is always 
dangerous, RACK, and while we all too 
often hear about people d 3 dng during solo 
breath play, aka “auto-erotic asphyxiation” 
(an activity no one should 
engage in ever), we rarely 
hear about someone 
dying during partnered 
breath play (I recently 
discussed partnered 
breath play with Amp 
from Watts the Safe- 
word, a kink-friendly 
sex-ed YouTube chan¬ 
nel. Lookup Episode 533 
at savagelovecast.com.) 

That said, RACK, 
someone canT consent 
to being strangled to 
death by accident. 

“The lawyers in my office discussed this, 
and we agree that there is no way to ^vaive’ 
or ‘consent to’ criminal negligence result¬ 
ing in substantial bodily harm or death,” 
said Brad Meryhew, a criminal-defense 
attorney who practices in Seattle. “I don’t 
think you’ll find any lawyerwho would draft 
such an agreement. Even if an agreement 
were executed, it is not going to constitute a 
complete defense if something goes wrong. 
There are principles of criminal liability 
for the consequences of our decisions, as 
well as public-policy concerns about people 
engaging in extremely dangerous behav¬ 
iors, that make it impossible to just walk 
away if something goes wrong.” Another 
concern: Signing such a document could 
make breath play more dangerous, not less. 
“A person who had such a waiver might 
be tempted to push the boundaries even 
further,” said Meryhew. 

And now the pro-Dom perspective... 
“As consenting adults, we assume the risks 
involved in this type of kink,” said Mistress 
A Elena, a professional Dominant. “But if 
you harm your partner or they become 
scared, shamed, shocked, or, even worse, 
gravely injured, it’s the Dorn’s problem. At 


anytime, the submissive can change their 
mind. Some cases have been classified as 
‘rape’ or ‘torture’ afterward, even though 
consent was initially given. It’s our job 
as Dominants/Tops/Leads to make sure 
everyone is safe, consenting, and capable.” 

Fm a 32-year-old guy my gal is 34, and we’ve 
been together for two years. Every time we 
get it on or she goes down on me (though 
not when I eat her out), my mind wanders 
to fantasies involving porno chicks, exes, or 
local baristas.

GUILTY OVER 
NEBULOUS ECSTASY 

I’ve been asked what 
biases advice columnists 
have. Do we favor ques¬ 
tions from women? (No, 
women are just likelier 
to ask for advice.) Are 
we more sympathetic 
to women? (Most advice 
columnists are women, so...) Are we likelier 
to respond to a question that opens with a 
compliment?

If it keeps you 
hard/wet/game and isn’t perceptible (if you 
don’t start mumbling coffee orders), your 
partner benefits from your wanderings.
